THE LABOR OF CONGRESS FORE- 
SHADOWED. 


Zdmunds’s Civil Rights Billto Wait Ite Turn—Hurd 
to Testthe Sense of the House on Wool—-A 
Billto Bxiablish a Department of Agri- 
gulture—The Diseased Cattie Bill.

Wasuineton, February 4.—The senate held 
only two full daily sessions last week, and ac- 
complished but little work except in its com- 
miittee’s bill to provide for ascertaining and 
settling private land Claims in c¢rtain states 
and territories, consideration cf which was 
begun last Monday, and remains unfinished 
business for to-day. The new rules are Work- 
ing {satisfactorily in respect to the order of 
business,and much lessinclination is manifest- 
ed now than before their adoption to take 
measures up out of their order. The McPher- 
son banking bill is more likely than any oth- 
er on the calendar to be taken up in advance 
ofitsorder, andan effort will probably be 
made during the week to bring it before the 
senate. Senator Edmunds civil rights bill 
and his Utah bill, both reported by Senator 
Hoar, from the committe on judiciary, stand 


next in importance, but neither of them 
command the support of the me@jority, in 
the house during the call of the states, Mr. 
Morrison expects to introduce his bill provid- 
ing fora horizontal reduction of the tariff. 
The call will probably be followed by a sus- 
pension of the rules upon individual requests 
for the consideration of particular measures. 
Mr. Converse, of Ohid, has asked to be recog- 
nized, and contemplates calling up his 
bill providing for an increase of the 
tariffon wool. It is understood that if the 
bill is brought up, Mr. Hard will oppose it, 
and urge that wool be placed on the tree list. 
Mr, Converse says that nearly 4,000,000 men 
in this country are interested in wool, and 
that their interests have been imperiled by 
the tariff legislation of last congress; that leg- 
islation, he thinks, effects not enly the incus- 
trial, but also the political outlook. ‘Lhe 
appHopriations committee has under consider- 
ation the naval appropriation bill, and the 
members of the commitiee say they expect to 
complete their examination of the measurein 
time to report it to the house before the end 
of the week. In committee of the wuole, 
into which the house can resolve itself by 
a majority vote, the shipping bill to re- 
move ceriain burdens on the American mer- 
chant marine and encourage American tor- 
eign carrying trade, will probably be consid- 
ered. Friends of the meusures are of the 
opinion that it will be passed with but litile 
debate. Important.measure to be considered 
by the same committee, should the house so 
order, are a bill to establish a depurtment of 
agriculture and a bill forthe establishment of 
«a bureau of animal industry, to prevent the 
exportation of diseased cattle. Ou the calen- 
dar are bills for the regulation of the rates of 
postage on second-class mail matter at letter 
carrier offices, and in relation to the admis 
sion of territor es as states of the union. The 
committee on public lands expect to consider 
the forfeiture of land grants to the Atlantic 
and Pacific and Northern Pacific railroads.

Nothing further was done than 
to decide upon ex Senator Eaton, of Con- 
necticut and ex-Congressman R. P. Fowler, 
of New York, eitherof whom was regarded 
as exceptionally strong, and the § fatter 
especially as the only man who can carry 
New York against Arthur. The scene nexi 
shifted to this place, and during the week 
severai of Mr. Tilden’s agents have been busi- 
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ly engaged in sounding leading democrats of 
the Tilden school as to their preferences. No 
other hames are mentioned than those above 
given. Either is acceptable to Tilden. When 
it is decided who will make the stro~ger can- 
dilate the “bar!” will be opened and al! the 
machinery set in motion to insure 
hw. nomination. Flower is immensely 
popular at home. He is a_ self-made 
nian, large-hearted, wealthy and charitable. 
He is engaged in the banking business. He 
defeated Waldorf Astor for congress three 
years ago by a majority of nine bundred in-a 
district which is usually republican. This 
fact is cited by his friends to demonstrate his 
cleverness as an organizer. The St. Louis and 
Missouri crowd who did so much to bring 
about Tilden’s nomination in 1876 are for him 
toaman. In this connection the Times cor- 
respondent was to-day shown a letter from 
one of Mr. Tilden'’s most intimate west- 
ern friends, in which the merits and prospects 
of the different candidates were sketched 
with that charming frankness which even the 
mest Cautious politicians sometimes use 
under the seal of privacy.

Discussing a (Street HKallway—Views of Promiaent 
Cltizene, 
Special to The Constitution. 

Macon, February 4—The topic that has 
been discussed throughout the day by lead- 
ing business houses and citizens has been 
that of the advisibility of Macon having a 
street railway. The subject has been dis. 
cussed at length and one has never come be- 
fore the people that met with so much ap- 
proval. Macon is one of the few cities in the 
union With a population of 30,000 and stead- 
ily increasing yearly, that has not a street 
railway, and why? From the fact that she 
needs some ruling spirit to take the matter 
in hand and push it up. In 1871 a joint stock 
company was formed and a street railway 
was begun. The company equipped it in 
the best possible manner, and it had a fine 
beginning. Itslines bevan at the Brown 
house, on Fourth street, ran up Fourth to 
Mulberry, through Cotton avenue out to 
Tatnall square, up College street beyond the 
Wesleyan Female institute. It was soon dis- 
covered that the routes were not convenient to 
the people whofdid not own their own convey- 
ance,and the business soon began to drop off. 
Together with the irregularity of trains and 
the dropping off of patronage the road held 
out five years. About thistime a judgment 
was obtained againstit bya lady who was 
injured on it, and the road was sold. Not- 
withstanding all these embarrassments the 
investment paid a good percent. Since the 
sale of the road the city has to de 
pead on hacks, w hose charges 
are exorbitant. The increasing 
population and urgent need of such an. un- 
dertaking cafised our citizens to give the 
question serious thought, and to-day Mr, 
Thomas Willingham, a rising member of the 
Macon bar, and one who has the city’s inter- 
est at heart, opened a subscription list for 
the purpose of forming a stock company to 
build a street railroad. With anucieus that 
controls unlimited means, it bids fair to be- 
come a@ success and add another to Macon’s 
many enterprises. The proposed route is ag 
follows: From the$ intersection of College 
street and Georgia avenue to St. Pauls church 
down Cotton avenue to Russeii’s corner,

WENDELL PHILLIPS. 

The death of Wendell Phillips, already 
briefly alluded to in these columns, removes 
aman of mark. Formany yearshe wasa 
prominent figure in a movement which brought 
success out of very slim materials, and brought 
all sections of the country to the extremes of 
grief and disaster. 

Wendell Phillips was born in Boston, No- 
vember 20th, 1811. His father was the first 
person elected mayor of Boston, something 
like sixty years ego. When aboutsixteen 
years ofage, Wendell went to Harvard col- 
lege, from which he graduated in 1851. He 
then entered the law school at Cam- 
bridge, remaining two years. He 
was not admitted to prac- 
tice until 1834. At that time, he.was twenty- 
three years old, and it is said that he intend- 
ed to devote all his time to the law, but cir- 
cumstances and an impetuous temper made 
Other provisions, 

The pto-slavery feeling in Boston was ex- 
ceedingly bitter, and it manifested itself by 
mobbing William Loyd Garrison, who was 
then ,as he remained to the end, the head and 
front, the brains and machinery of the aboli- 
tion movement. The treatment of Garrison 
in ®oston drew Phillips’ssympathy, and he 
became an abolitionist. He gave up his 
law business in 1839, and devoted himself to 
the cause. He became famous as an abolition 
orator, as he afterwards became famous 
asthe most eloguentof northern men. Phil- 
lips had the sagacity to perceive that elo- 
quence is best displayed in a cause that is 
naturally weak or hopelessly unique, so that 
he was not only an abolitionist, but an ad- 
vocate of many of the isms that are now for- 
gotten. Heseemed to court unpopularity, 
but he knew that a knack of oratory, a fine 
presepceand a polished mind are calculated 
to makeany cause or any ism popular, 

Bat there is no doubt that he was a man of 
greaj/singleness of purpose, ready to go to 
the stake in defense of wbat he believed to be 
right, and ready to put to 
the stake those who differed with him. He 
was a manof remarkable intellect, and there 
is no doubt that he made a deep and lasting 
impression upon the public mind. He was 
cut out foranagitator, and during his later 
years he made many experimentsin the most 
absurd directions. It is a hard matter to over- 
look his prejudices, but easy to credit him 
with honesty. This is no light thing to say 
of a public man who gave shape and direction 
to the most corrupt political party the world 
has ever seen.

THE causes which led to the present condition of 
Egypt began with the present century. Gradually 
the Europeans obtained a foothold, immense sums 
of money were borrowed from foreign couaztries, 
aud the natural result followed.
